Indianapolis, April 18.—Four news­ 
boys were crusheo to death and a 
score or more Injured, some seriously, 
in a strangely fateful accident last 
evening in the stairway of the Ma­ 
sonic Temple. All Lie boys ranged in 
age from nine to sixteen years. 
The 
dead — Ed 
Mortlsey. twelve 
years old, 832 East Maryland street; 
Louis 
Scheigert, 
aged 
fifteen, 
621 
Downey avenue; Floyd Poland, aged 
eight, 815 Sanders street; Homer Wil- 
laimson, aged eleven, 1336 Kappus 
street. 
The boys had been invited to attend 
a play as a treat to the newsboys of 
the city. 
During the day they had 
been given tick ets and were gathered 
in Masonic Tempie to receive seat 
check s. 
The accident was caused hy the 
innocent play of some of the boys 
while 
coming 
down 
the 
stairway. 
Those in front were pushed over, and 
the boys who were pushing at the rear 
of the crowd caused the others to fall 
over the front rank . 
In an instant 
there was a great mass of struggling 
boys reaching from the landing half 
way up the stairs to the doorway fac­ 
ing the sidewalk . 
So tightly were the little fellows 
wedged in that men who ran to their 
assistance from the street were una 
ble to pull any of niem out without 
the break ing iif arms or legs. 
The 
pile of humanity was compelled to 
remain there, with the exception of a 
few boys who were on the top of the 
pile, until the men entered the build 
ing by the side entrance and made 
their way to the second floor. 
From 
there the men rescued the boys as 
quick ly as possible. 
In spite of the 
ready assistance of a score of willing 
hands, many of the little fellows were 
crushed beneath the pile of suffering 
and bleeding humanity. 
The boys 
were carried back to the second floor 
of the Masonic building and physi­ 
cians were summoned from all over 
the city. 
The city hospital and dis­ 
pensary ambulances were used and 
the patrol wagons were pressed Into 
service. 
The boys had gone to the Masonic 
hall to get seat-check s to a perform­ 
ance at the Unique theater as the 
guests of a patent medicine company. 
During the day the tick ets were dis­ 
tributed to the boys with instructions 
to go to the hall for the seat check s, 
and march from there to the theater. 
It was a nappy, orderly crowd of 
little fellow's that assembled in the 
place, and they soon turned in a body 
to go out, all supplied with their seats. 
They marched to the head of the 
stairs and started down in a romping 
manner. 
The trouble started when 
some of the boys immediately behind 
those in the front rank placed their 
hands on the shoulders of those in 
front of them and began lifting them­ 
selves up. 
It was great sport for an 
instant, to be followed by the terrible 
scene. 
When the first boy fell down 
the stairway the boy behind him 
quick ly followed and in less time than 
It tak es to tell it. the great pile of 
suffering and suffocating lads were in 
a life and death struggle. 
The catastrophe evidently had little 
effect on about 400 of the “newsies,” 
who, instead of returning home to re­ 
lieve the minds of anxious parents, 
went to the Unique theater.

who is mentally unbalanced, is in the 
city, stopping at the Winsdor hotel 
and visiting the local merchants. 
He 
roamed the 
city 
and women were 
frightened at several different times- 
today. 
Webb served fifteen years on the In­ 
dianapolis police force. 
He 
resides 
on the south side of the city, near the 
Manual Training high school. 
Daring 
his service on the police force he was 
injured while stopping a runaway team 
of horses antf at another time was 
struck over the head by a crook whom 
he had arrested. 
Webb is over six 
feet tall and weighs about 280 pounds. 
He labors nnder the impression that 
he is a candidate for Mayor of Indian - 
apolis, and President of the United 
States on the Prohibition tick et in 
1908. 
To a representative of the Re­ 
publican this 
morning Webb said : 
“ 1 came to Rushville for the purjiose 
of driving tlie devil out, and I mean 
to do it if I have to fight a hundred 
years.” 
He said that he wTas born six 
miles south of New Castle, Henry 
county. "K y.” 
He ate three meals this morning at 
the Windsor Hotel and had the w ait­ 
resses almost scared to death. 
He has 
money, and says that he will bay all 
the women in town all the fine silk 
dresses that they want. 
He says that 
he will burn a man alive in Indian­ 
apolis Sunday afternoon a 2:30 and 
that 900,000 people will hear him speak 
at Tomlinson Hall. 
He says that after 
he becomes President. lip will issue 
two proclamations abolishing the sa­ 
loons. 
He exjiect* his election to be 
unanimous, 
but 
exac ts 
‘‘George 
H itt,” his opponent, to mak e a tight 
race, but to ‘‘chok e himself to deat^i” 
in the attempt. 
Webb says he is 
a re- 
formred drunk ard. 
He says all liquor 
‘‘must be emptied into the ocean’“ 
when lie becomes President. 
Webb came here last night on the 10 
o’clock car from the Julietta asylum. 
He wears a plug hat, red, white and 
blue neck tie and Tnnmerous badges. 
He carries a gold-headed cane. 
He 
staved all night at the Windsor hotel. 
This morning Marshal Craig ascertain­ 
ed that he was not an inmate of the 
Julietta Asylum, ami telephoned to 
IndiAuapolis for fhe police to come 
and get him. 
The police 
there an 
swered that Webb was harmless ami 
that he was a privileged character in 
Indianapolis. 
The Indianapolis police 
advised that he be not tak en into cus­ 
tody, but that he be allowed to return 
to Indianapolis, which he would lik ely 
do at any time. 
Webb has been an inmate of prac­ 
tically every insane asylum around In­ 
dianapolis, but his case seems to be in­ 
curable. 
He is a man of family, and 
oalv becomes insane at times. 
During 
the intervening time lie is employed at 
the street car barns iu Indianapolis. 
He is insane only on the whisk ey 
subject. 
He entered Sullivan’s saloon this 
morning and it is reported that he 
would have soon been in complete 
pocsession had he noi finally chosen to 
leave before doing any damage. 
Marshal Craige this morning tried 
to persuade Webb that he had a speak ­ 
ing engagement at Indianapolis to­ 
night, but^l e stated that he would not 
leave Rushville uutil Thursday noon. 
Should he become 
violent, Webb 
would be a hard man to handle, as lie 
is a g:ant iu stature and very strong. 
He is about fiftv three years of age. 
The local police will not confine him 
iu the jail, but will k eep a sharp 
watch upon him. 
Webb does not lik e 
to be made sjHirt of, and has shown a 
tendency toward fighting upon occa­ 
sions of that k ind. 
He talk s very ¡fast 
and liis words are hadly mixed. 
It is 
thought that relatives are on their 
way to ttiis city to tak e him back to 
Indianapolis. 


The hen roost on Dr. O. H. Parsons’ 
farm, two miles north of to w r. was 
visited by chick en thieves on Saturday 
night and on Sunday morning, J. W. 
Zumwalt. who resides on the farm, 
found that forty of his best hens were 
missing. 
Some of the hens were “ set­ 
ting’’ and were tak en from their nests. 
No clews to the guilty parties hare as 
yet been obtained. 
The robbery was 
evidently committed by the same par­ 
ties who robbed James Ak op and D, 
C. Buell of their chick ens.

waterfowls from the first day of Sep­ 
tember of "any "year to the fifteenth day 
of April of the succeeding year. 
To hunt squirrels from the first day 
of August to the first day of October 
of any year, and from November 10 of 
any year to January 1 of the succeed­ 
ing year. 
To k ill quail, not exceeding twenty- 
four in anv one dav, from November 
10 of any year to the first day of 
January of the succeeding year. 
To k ill doves from the fifteenth day 
of August to the first day of October 
of any year and from November 10 of 
any year to January 1st of the succeed­ 
ing year. 
To shoot prairie chick ens from the 
10th day of November of any year to 
the first'day of January of the succeed­ 
ing year. 
To shoot ruffied grouse or pinnated 
grouse from November 10 of any year 
to the first day of January of the suc­ 
ceeding year. 
To hunt rabbits at any time from 
November 10 of any year to the first 
day of October of the succeeding year. 
To fish with hook and line in the 
streams and overflow ponds of the 
State at any time. 
To fish with hook and line in the 
inland lak es of the State from the 
fifteenth day of May of any year to the 
twentieth day of March of the suc­ 
ceeding year; provided, that persons 
fishing in the inland lak es when same 
are covered with ice are prohibited 
from using to exceed two hook s, and 
are not allowed to use fish shanties or 
houses. 
To use a set line in the waters of 
this State, with not to exceed 100 hook s 
attached. 
To catch minnows for bait with a 
minnow trap, or with a minnow seine 
not to exceed twelve feet in length, four 
feet in width and with meshes not less 
than one-quarter of an inch. 
It is unlawful— 
To hunt on Sunday. 
To tak e any wild bird other than a 
game bird, at any time. 
To sell or offer to sell any quail at 
any time. 
To tak e beyond the limits of this 
State, or to receive for the purpose of 
tak iug beyond the limits of this State, 
except in case of non-resident license, 
which license is authorized to tak e out 
of the State, twenty-four game birds 
of all k ind k illed by himself, any wild 
deer, quail, grouse, prairie chick en, 
woodcock , wild turk ey, or any species 
of pheasant. 
To shoot, or to shoot at, any water 
fowl between sunset of any day and 
sunrise of tne succeeding day. 
To pursue any waterfowl with any 
launch or boat other than a row boat 
or push boat, for the purpose of shoot­ 
ing or k illing such waterfowL 
To shoot, k ill or pursue for such 
purpose, or have in possession any 
wild deer, wild turk ey jr any specie 
or pheasant. 
To hunt with dog, ferrett or shoot 
with any k ind of firearms, upon any 
land without first securing written 
permission of the owner or tenant of 
such land. 
To hunt anv k ind of game, except 
I waterfowl, from October 1 to Novem­ 
ber 10 of any year. 
For any resident of the State ot In­ 
diana to hunt anywhere in the State 
except in the township wherein he re­ 
sides any of the wild animals, fowls 
or birds that are protected by law at 
any part of the year, without first 
procuring from the commissioner of 
fisheries and game, a license to do so, 
which license costs one dollar. 
For any non-resident to hunt any­ 
where in the State of Indiana without 
first procuring from the clerk of any 
countv of the State a license to do so, 
which license costs fifteen dollars and 
fifty cents. 
To use or possess any fish net, seine, 
spear or trap, or to own or possess any 
net or trap for the purpose of netting 
or trapping quail. 
To use any explosive in any of the 
waters of this State, except for mining 
or mechanical purposes, and then only 
by permission of the commissioner of 
fisheries and game or his chief deputy.

Then came thej suburban lines, anti 
there canuot be too many of them. 
Towns and cities all over the land are, 
or will be, in touch. 
The visit to a 
metropolis is no longer an event in 
the country village. 
There is a car 
every hour, the fart» is moderate and 
the journey pleasant. 
The suburban electric railroad has 
removed much of the monotony from 
rural life. 
The farmer can see a goo<! 
ulay in a modern theater if he wishes. 
He can go to an occasional profession­ 
al ball game. 
HeTis independent of 
the railway accommodation train that 
ran once a day each way, and charged 
him smartly for a cindery seat in the 
smok ing car. 
Strangest of all is the fact that the 
steam railrtsuls have not been seriously 
injured. 
In a few instances passen­ 
ger trains have been tak en off, but the 
traffic t!mt£ was lost was never a large 
item in profits,and longdistance travel 
has increased since the people got the 
riding habit. 
In the old days you could find hun- 
dreils of country dwellers who never 
left the confines of their home township 
from Jan nan* to December. 
Now’ there is the suburban car, with 
plush seats and nick el trimmings, all 
brak e and plate glass windows. 
It 
whisk s you along country roads and 
through shady lanes, lands you in the 
heart of a great city and gets you home 
in time to do the chore» . 
Who w’ouldn’t ride once in awhile? 
There is #2,308,000.000 capital repre­ 
sented in electric railroads. 
In 1903 
they 
carried 
4,809,554,438 persons. 
And the business is only an infant. 
Watch it grow and transform America.
